OUR RAILWAY. 


From the report of ‘the past year’s working of the .Kowloon- 
Canton Railway it appears that this undertaking is resulting io 
monthly prof: of, roughly. about $5009, During 1919, the total 
receip!s came to over $490,000 of which the expenditure swallowed 
pp more than $417,000, the nes receipts amounting to $73,060. in 
the repors there is given a tabulated statement showing the results 
of the past five years, and if we compare the figures therein contain- 
ed, we gather’ that the gross receipts were never so high as they 
were in, LOLD. Etis, however, alsy a fact that the working expenses 
for the past year execeded those ef any of the preceding four, but 
that was due te consiteral!s unforescen and unexpected ouslays. 
The net profit of $73,000 odd is rather less than for 1918 snd con- 
siderably below that of 1917. when the year ended with net receipis 
totalling more than £90,000, The aciual expenditure was $4,397 
more than estimated, whilst the receipts showed a most satisfactory 
increase of well over $35,009, when compared with 1918, 

Ibi9 very satisfactory to feel that thix Government undertaking 

+ is doing so well and that it is justifying the optimism of those who, 
for many years before ils actual constraction, urged the provision of 
a railway runpingthrouch the New Territories and connecting up 
with Canton. Apart from the growing receipts from through traffic, 
we are glad to notice that local traffic improved under all heads 
when compared with the previous twelve months. Jt can be said, 
however, that therailway is as yet but in its infancy. One of the 
factors which jiduced railway communication wish Canton was the 
knowledge that eventually the latter city would be linked up with 
Hankow and. the grest industrial regions of Central China. 
Unhappily. thas dream still remains to be fulfilled, but when the 
line ia finally completed we may rest assored that pur own railway 
web iro are “geip. Kowloon, will then become ‘the terminus of 
. China’s southern trunk-line, and we may expect to see industrial 
and other development in the New Territories. When that happy 
time comes, and when, if ever, China settles down to’ peace and 
quietode and puts all her energies in!o production, this little British 
Jing ofurailway will. be a .most valuable asset to the-Colon-, 
financially and in othe: ways as well. To read through the yearly 
resorts is to gain the conviction that the railway is being: well and 
economically mansged, whilst there iy a manifest desire to make 
the miost of the facilities which the line can give. The whole staff 
__ is to be complimented on the records which are being achieved by 
” jks efforts. . : 
What we cannot overlook, however, is that there is very heavy 
capita) expenditure to be wiped off. Looking through the report, 
» wa find that the main line Constructian Account up-to the end of 
191& stood at $14,700,000 odd, ‘whilst special expenditure since in- 
curred brings the total up to more than $14,880,000. Bearing in 
mind the very short mileage of the British railway line, such figures 
are tremendously high. It is common knowledge that the initial 
expenditure on the railway was absurdly heavy, with the result that 
this little strip of railway is about the most expensive per mile in, 
the whole world. We have always. thought that the money spent 
ov the railway when it was actually under construction should have 
bean the subject of most searching investigation, for.we. have all 
heard stories of men who mede small fortunes in connection with 
the placing of contracts, etc. . Happily, those days are gone, and we 
: are quite certain that past irregularities have gone with them... Bat 
.,in addition fo this ‘main line, there is the constraction account for 
--the Fanling branch; which; we see, totalled--over-$89,000.up-to the 
end of 1918, These figures will require « good many sums of §*3,000 
per annum profit to wipe them out. What we should like to know 
(and we cannot find it in the report} ia exactly the difference be-

FINANCLAL VOTES. . 
The proceedings of tbe Finance 


Committes, whieh followed the 
sitting of the Council, were not 


very satisfactory from, the public}

There were no 
fewer than 04 financial votes for 
consideration and approval. in- 
volving the voting of $570,755.10. 
The Colonial Secretary is always 
Chairman of this Committee and 
all the unoiicial . members 
have a seat’ opon it, where- 
as the majority of ‘the 
official members have oo seat 
pwing tomchange introduced by 
the present Governor. Iris while 
sitting on this Committee thas un- 
officials have a chance of con- 
trolling to some extent the spend- 
ings of the Govermnment—at least 
they have a chanee to publicly 
criticise any expenditure which 
they think is bring needlessly in- 
carted. Throughout the whole of 
the meeting there was not one 
word said bs one unofficial 
member. though it struck u3— 
and must have strack some of the 
reading public too—that several 
items might havebeen commented 
on. The Chairman, as esch vote 
came up. gaye Just a few words 
of explanation and the voting 
went merrily on. being taken 
more for granted than actaally 
gives. Unofficial members are 
inclined to take the Finance 
|Committee as a cut and dried 
affair, but they ought te look 
upon it as equal in importance to 
the Council itself. One cannot 
read through the Chsirmen's 
explanations witbout being struck 
by the fact that there was some 
very bad estimating. Inone casa 
the Chairman admitted that the 
original vote “was very badly 
under-estimated ” and in a great 
number of other cases the sams 
involved were extra to what was 
criginally thought would be 
peceasary. We recently pointed 
out that the Government's income 
in 1919 was considerably tess 
than its expenditure and we also 
poisted out that there was need 
for very rigid economy. Thurs- 
day’s proceedings. did not help 
to convince us that that economy
